It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  this  handbook  will  be  a  useful 
resource  for  legislators  in  their  understanding  of  federal  assistance.

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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a 
bipartisan,  support  agency  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated  the 
responsibilit}^  of  serving  as  the  "...  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations, .  .  .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs  . .  . ."  /25  ILCS  130/4-2  (1996  State  Bar  Edition)!. 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and 
tracks  applications  for,  and  aw^ards  of,  federal  grants  to  state  agencies. 
In  addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to 
identify  the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed  to 
provide  legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference 
of  information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The 
FFSA  report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's 
monthly  reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing  federal  aid 
awards  on  a  state  fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive  program 
information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  help  legislators  and 
legislative  staff  develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  federal 
programs  used  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which 
those  programs  are  being  funded. 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  is 
also  required  to  report  annually  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  state,  types  and 
nature  of  federal  aid  programs  in  which  state  agencies  or  local 
governments  did  not  participate,  and  to  make  recommendations  on 
such  matters  [25  ILCS  130/4-2(i)(c)] 

Adequacy  of  Programs  Financed  by  Federal  Aid 

Each  state  agency,  in  its  budgetary  process  with  the  General 
Assembly,  reports  evaluation  and  funding  data  as  required.  Tlirough 
this  process,  the  General  Assembly  receives  information  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  State.  The  Illinois 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  as  requested  or 
assigned  by  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  produces  special 
reports  relative  to  federal  funds. 
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Identification  of  New  Federal  Funds  [Types  and  Nature  of  Programs  Not 
Applied  For] 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation 
works  closeh'  with  the  Illinois  Federal  Clearinghouse,  a  Governor's 
Office  initiative,  to  identify  and  make  information  available  on 
additional  federal  aid  programs  that  may  provide  resources  for  state 
agencies  and  local  governments.  Extensive  Clearinghouse  information, 
iiu' hiding  referrals  to  Commission  publications,  such  as  Gnmt  Alerts,  is 
a\^ailable  on  the  Internet  at  www.state.il.us.  Grant  Alerts  is  also 
published  monthly  and  mailed  extensively  to  potential  grant  users 
throughout  the  state.  Obviously  there  is  a  plethora  of  federal  aid 
programs  for  which  state  and  local  governments  determine  it 
inappropriate  to  apply  for  funding.  Therefore,  no  applications  are 
submitted.  Generally,  the  t\'pes  and  nature  of  these  programs  are  those 
more  appropriately  designated  for  funding  through  private  and  not  for 
profit  entities. 

Recommendations 

The  Commission  w^ill  make  recommendations  as  deemed 
appropriate. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  375  federal 
programs  per  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant  awards  for 
the  programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to  increase, 
following  the  trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see  Figure  1). 
In  FY  2000,  these  awards  totaled  $9.4  billion  and  were  estimated  to 
increase  to  $10.0  billion  in  FY  2001.  A  closer  look  at  the  federal  aid  table 
in  Appendix  B  reveals  that  the  net  $651  million  difference  from  FY  2000 
to  FY  2001,  although  positive,  is  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases. 
Congress  has  increased  some  programs,  while  other  programs  have 
been  reduced  or  eliminated.

Some  of  the  major  increases  iii  federal  funds  from  FY  2000  to 
FY  2001  include  the  Foster  Care  and  Independent  Living  programs 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services;  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Communit}^  Affairs  Low-Income  Home 
Energ}^  Assistance  (LIHEAP);  the  Department  of  Human  Service's 
Temporary  Assistance  to  Needy  Families  Block  Grant,  Block  Grants  for 
Communit}^  Mental  Health  Services,  and  Child  Care  and  Development 
Block  Grant-Discretionary,  as  well  as,  the  Child  Care  and  Development- 
Mandatory/ Matching  Block  Grant;  the  Department  of  Public  Aid's 
Child  Support  Enforcement,  as  well  as,  Medicaid  and  State  Children's 
Insurance  Program  (SCHIP);  the  High  Priority,  Minimum  Guarantee, 
National  Highway  System,  Surface  Transportation  Program,  Interstate 
Maintenance,  Bridge  Replacement  and  Rehabilitation  and  Congestion 
Mitigation  and  Air  Qualit}^  programs  of  the  Department  of 
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Iransportation;  and  the  National  School  Lunch  and  Breakfast 
Programs,  Employment  Services  and  Job  Training  Pilots  — 
Demonstration  and  Research  and  the  Special  Education-Grants  to  States 
programs  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Foster  Care 
program  administered  by  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family 
Services;  Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs' 
Employment  and  Training  Assistance-Dislocated  Workers  and  JTPA 
Employment  Programs  which  were  replaced  with  the  new  Workforce 
Investment  Act  administered  by  the  Department  of  Employment 
Security;  the  Department  of  Human  Service's  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Grants  to  States  and  the  Social  Services  Block  Grant  funded  by  the 
Department  of  Human  Services;  the  Immunization  Grant  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health;  Criminal  Justice's  Violent  Offender 
Incarceration  and  Truth-in-Sentencing  Incentive  Grants;  and  the 
Superfund  State  Site  Cooperative  Agreements  program  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

Using  This  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the 
funds  were  received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non- 
state  agency  (such  as  a  consortium  of  states  that  receive  federal  monies 
for  a  particular  project  or  a  national  study  group  that  pays  the  state 
agency  for  research  or  services).  Programs  in  which  a  state  agency 
received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another  state  agency  have  been 
excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely  inflating  the  dollar 
totals.  However,  a  table  on  subgrants  has  been  added  (Appendix  C)  to 
indicate  the  flow  of  federal  funds  from  some  state  agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of 
contents  that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY 
1999  through  FY  2001.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the 
federal  program  descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of 
federal  programs  are  used  by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing 
federal  aid  award  totals  by  state  agency  are  appended.  Programs 
within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers  assigned  to  them  by  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of  Federal 
Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each  program  include  the  proper 
name,  program  description  (objectives  and  services  provided  or 
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supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements,  account 
identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating  the  outlays  to 
Illinois  for  FY  1999,  FY  2000  and  FY  2001. 

This  FFSA  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state  information 
to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the 
state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust  fund(s) 
used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  identifies  which  state 
programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of  Illinois  are 
served  by  the  federal  grants  (see  following  example).

Descriptions  of  the  federal  programs  include  their  proper 
names,  common  names  (where  appropriate),  and  five-digit  identifs^ing 
numbers  (referred  to  as  OMB  catalog  numbers)  as  listed  in  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance.  Each  OMB  catalog  number  serves  to  identify  a  federal 
program  and  the  adniinistering  federal  agency.  In  a  few  instances 
where  federal  programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique  identifying  number. 
The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in  ascending  order  by  OMB 
catalog  number.  For  example,  the  list  below  shows  the  basic 
numbering  scheme  and  the  corresponding  federal  agencies:

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA 
report  are  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's  annual 
federal  aid  surveys  which  have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by 
Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY  1973  until  the  present.  The  Commission 
has  combined  its  survey  information  with  information  compiled 
through  its  weekly  federal  aid  tracking  system  to  obtain  actual  and 
estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The  fiscal  information  is 
supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is  assumed  the  figures  are 
supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially  correct.  In  a  few  cases 
where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under  several  subcategories,  the 
fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal  Funds  IiTtormation  for 
States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  State 
Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association.  The  primary 
source  for  the  program  descriptive  information  is  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.

Program  Description:  Formula  grants  to  assist  state  courts  in  performing 
their  role  in  the  continuum  of  care  provided  for  families  and  children  at 
risk.  This  program  offers  support  for  the  implementation  of  alternatives 
and  improvements,  as  well  as  support  for  the  expansion  of  successful 
court  systems.  It  provides  state  courts  with  the  flexibility  to  design 
assessments,  which  identify  barriers  to  effective  decision-making, 
highlight  practices  which  are  not  fully  successful,  examine  areas  in  need  of 
correction  or  added  attention,  and  then  implement  reforms  which  address 
the  state  court's  specific  needs. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  court  with  an  approved  application  is 
allotted  $85,000  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years,  1999  -2001.  In  addition  to  this 
base  amount,  the  remainder  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  all  state  courts 
($10,000,000  for  fiscal  years  1999-2001)  will  be  divided  among  those  courts 
with  approved  applications  according  to  each  state's  proportionate  share 
of  children  under  the  age  of  21.  Twenty-five  percent  of  the  total  cost  must 
come  from  non-federal  funds.

District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico,  and  $40,000 
minimum  for  the  other  outlying  areas.  The  federal  share  is  66  percent.

In  addition  to  federal  grants, 
states  may  receive  moneys  directly  generated  from  activities  that  received 
CDBG  funding,  Ihese  moneys,  termed  "program  income,"  include  gross 
repayments  of  housing  and  business  loans  made  with  CDBG  funds,  gross 
sales  proceeds  from  properties  acquired  or  improved  with  CDBG  funds, 
and  gross  proceeds  resulting  from  the  use  of  CDBG-assisted  properties. 
States  are  authorized  to  require  that  recipients  of  state-distributed  CDBG 
funds  return  to  the  state  any  program  income  generated  as  a  result  of  the 
funding,  except  when  such  program  income  is  used  to  continue  the 
activity  that  generated  it  (e.g.,  reissuance  of  loans).  States  are  then  able  to 
redistribute  the  program  income  in  the  form  of  grants.  Recent  federal 
regulations  require  states  to  account  for  all  program  income  resulting  from 
state  administered  nonentitlement  area  grants  and  maintain  records  (with 
only  minor  exceptions)  of  all  program  income  indefinitely.  Because 
program  income  may  grow  when  a  state  issues  new  income  generating 
grants  or  redistributes  program  income  from  earlier  grants,  this 
requirement  places  a  considerable  burden  on  states.

If  the  state  elects  to 
administer  the  program,  the  funds  flow  to  the  state,  w  hich  redistributes 
them  to  localities.  A  state  may  retain  up  to  $100,000  plus  tw^o  percent  of  its 
grant  for  administration  and  must  match  each  federal  dollar  in  excess  of 
$100,000  used  for  administration.  These  block  grants  funds  may  be  used 
for  other  federal  grant-in-aid  programs  provided  they  meet  the  CDBG 
criteria.

Section  II  of  the  Act  requires 
that  the  NAP  factors  be  adjusted  annually,  according  to  changes  in  the 
food  away  from  home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all 
urban  consumers;  the  source  is  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Effective 
with  the  1981-82  school  year  (school  year  being  defined  as  the  period  July  I 
through  June  30),  and  subsequent  years  thereafter,  each  state  must 
appropriate  from  state  revenues  and  use,  for  program  purposes,  an 
amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  the  Section  4  funds  made  available  to  the 
state  in  the  1980-81  school  year.  Also,  commodit}'  schools  are  eligible  to 
receive  donated  commodities  equal  in  value  to  the  sum  of  section  6  and 
section  4  assistance  rates,  except  that  up  to  5  cents  of  this  amount  may  be 
received  in  cash  for  processing  and  handling  commodities.  In  addition, 
commodit}'  schools  are  now  eligible  for  Section  11  free  and  reduced  price 
meal  reimbursements.

Program  Description:  To  address  violent  crime  bv  increasing  the  number 
of  police  with  advanced  education  assigned  to  communit}'  patrol  in  areas  of 
great  need,  and  to  provide  educational  assistance  to  students  who  possess  a 
interest  in  public  service  through  law  enforcement  and  to  law  enforcement 
personnel.  Police  Corps  participants  seeking  educational  assistance  must 
successfully  complete  the  16-24  week  Police  Corps  training  program  and 
serve  for  four  years  on  community  patrol  with  a  State  or  local  police  force 
in  a  participating  State.  Undergraduate  participants  first  must  attend 
college  on  a  full-time  basis  and  earn  a  baccalaureate  degree.  Participants 
who  pursue  graduate  study  must  complete  their  service  and  training 
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obligations  in  advance.  Hducational  assistance  is  based  on  participants' 
actual  educational  expenses;  no  participant  may  receive  more  than  $30,000 
under  the  program.  State  and  local  police  ajid  sheriffs'  departments  may 
receive  cash  assistance  to  emploN'  Police  Corps  participants.  Departments 
receive  $10,000  for  each  of  a  participant's  first  four  years  of  service.  No 
department  ma\'  receive  a  cash  payment  for  any  year  in  which  its  average 
size  has  declined  L")\'  more  than  2  percent  since  January  I,  1993,  or  in  which 
it  has  laid  off  officers.  No  more  than  10  percent  of  a  State's  Police  Corps 
participants  ma\'  be  assigned  to  a  statewide  police  force.  Training  cost 
reimbursements  are  paid  only  to  State  training  facilities  approved  to  offer 
the  Police  Corps  training  program  or  its  substantial  equivalent.  Educational 
assistance  to  dependents  of  officers  killed  in  the  line  of  dut\  is  based  on 
actual  expenses  for  college  education  and  the  four  year  service  obligation  is 
waived;  no  dependent  may  receive  more  than  $30,000  under  the  program.

Formula  Description:  Each  state  receives  an  allotment  and  possibly  a 
reallotment  of  funds  based  upon  the  number  of  students  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  program  relative  to  the  total  number  of  such  students  in 
all  states;  no  state  receives  less  than  its  FFY  1979  allotment.   Maintenance 
of  effort  requirements  provide  that  annual  expenditures  in  the  program 
must  not  be  less  than  the  average  for  the  previous  three  fiscal  years.  States 
match  federal  funds  on  at  least  a  one-to-one  basis,  out  of  resources 
appropriated  by  the  state  that  represents  additional  state  grant 
expenditures  over  an  established  base  year,  defined  as  the  second  year 
before  the  state  entered  the  LEAP  Program.
